JUMPING JACKS. 

The dancing pugilist is one kind 
and thé really clever foot-worker 
is entirely another kind. Many of 
our preliminary boxers practice 
their so-called clever footwork by 


jumping,. turning and twisting their 


legs in all sorts of steps, without 
any aim of holding the balance of 
their bodies in a position to tend 
the weight of the body into a biow. 


They often hit when in the act of 


stepping sideways with either foot. 
and often hit with their left hands, 

while stepping forward with the 
right foot, ete. 

To the uninitiated this seems, 
often times, clever work with the 
feet. But to the man who knows, 
it is ridiculous. Again, to the unini- 
tiated the flash of the feet, and not 
the real science, appeals to them. 
The clever footwork of a pugilist 
requires just as much practice and 
attention as skill with hie arms and 
fists. But most of the present-dav 
boxers do little of either. Few of 
our boxers seem to realize, that the 
slightest misplaced step with the 
feet changes the direction of the 
blow delivered, throws the body out 
of balance, and too often causes him 
to miss the mark struck at. 

NO FLASH WORK. 


Clever footwork of a clever boxer 
is as interesting as the movements 
of his hands. Such great boxers 
as Jim Corbett, Joe Gans, Joe 
Choynski, Peter Jackson, Tommy 
Ryan and Packy McFarland never 
did any flashy work with their feet. 

Each step worked in perfect co- 
ordination with the hands and brain. 
A slight move backward, or side- 
ways, a few inches with the feet 
was enough to make an opponent 
miss. Boxers like Jack O’Brien and 
Johnny Dundee, while clever, over- 
do their footwork by jumping 
around and away severa! feet, when 
a few inches would give the same 
results. Like Carpentier, they ex- 
pend too much energy in their foot- 
work. 

The speed of a boxer depends en- 
tirely upon the use of his feet. Bal- 
let dancing would no doubt add 
greatly to the development of the 
legs and control of them, but the 
pugilist would do better if he cut 
out the dancing during a contest. 
Tumblers and acrobats usually 
make good boxers. Their + work 
gives them a splendid balance of 
the body, excellent control of their 
legs and a fine judgment of time, 
each of which is an asset to the 


boxer. 

Handball and basketball are also 
good work for boxers. But the pu- 
gilist who trains his muscles, legs, 
arms and brain along the lines to 
accomplish the most with the least

economists who attended the recent 
date festival at Indio. C. EB. Taylor 
of the Security Trust and Savings 
Bank was among those who took 
advantage of this opportunity to 
get first-hand and accurate infor- 
‘mation about the date industry. 
“Among many people not familiar 
with commercial! date culture,” said 
Mr. Taylor yesterday, “there seems 
to be considerable misapprehension 
concerning the newest of California's 
fruit industries, which is developing 
in the Coachella Valley. There 
expressed doubt whether an Ameri- 
can date industry can meet the com- 
petition of the date gardens of the 
Persian Gulf, from which most of 
this country’s dates now come, and 
the wide difference in price between 
the Persian soft date and the Cali- 


fornia date is pointed to as evidence 


of the inability of American date 
growers to meet foreign competition. 
“It should be emphasized that 
commercial date production in the 
Southwest is on an altogether 4if- 
ferent plane than the industry on 
the Persian Gulf. The dates grown 
in California are superior varieties, 
carefully sterilized and packed. The 
Persian Gulf dates are of inferior 
quality and are carelessly packed 
without the attention to cleanliness 
characteristic of American producers. 
There is as much difference between 
the fine dates of California and im- 
ported dates, as between fine box 
candy and cheap bulk candy, retailed 
over the grocery store counter. 
“Named varieties of Coachella 
Valley dates are now selling for 
$1 to $1.60 a pound retail, and 
seedling dates are selling for 40 
cents and up per pound. In spite 
of the high prices of these dates, 
growers in the valley say they find 
it impossible to All the orders they 
receive, Apparently, date growers 
have nothing to fear from foreign 
competition, and date growing in 
the Coachella Valley is destined to 
me one of the important fruit 
industries of Southern California.”

Council Bod 
Split on Need 
of More Police. 


Admitting that the Los Angeles 
Police Department is in need of 
substantial increase in numbers, 
the Finance Committee of the City 
Council yesterday submitted «a 4di- 
vided feport, Councilman Mushet 
recommending that 300 patrolmen 
be added to the force and Council. 
men Wheeler and Mallard declar- 
ing that 100 men be added to the 
department. 

The Board of Police Commis- 
sioners and Chief Jones had asked 


for 500 men. The City Council 
will debate the subject this morn- 
ing, and it is possible that a com- 
promise of 250 men may be agreed 
upon, this number to include one 
Deputy Chief of Police. 

Councilman Mushet in his report 
stated that his program of 300 ad- 
ditional men and two Deputy Chiefs 
of Police would cost $250,000 for 
the remainder of the fiscal year 
and $455,000 for the next fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1923. He es- 
timated the available surplus reve- 
nue of the city for the remaining 
eight months of the fiscal year at 
$770,000, in addition to the reserve 
fund of $1,726,816.27. The Coun- 
climan estimated that during the 
next fiscal year the city’s income 
will be increased by taxation at 
least $700,000 over the present year, 
due to ine assessed valuation 
of property. 

“In view of these facts,” said 
Councitiman Mushet; “300 men can 
be easily added to the police force 
and financed indefinitely. The pro- 
tection of life. and property is of 
primary consideration.” 

Councilmen Mallard and Wheeler 
took the position that while it was 
agreed that more policemen were 
necessary, that some of the sur-

"LL DONE, HUNGARY! 

Royalty’s sun bas set in Hungary. De- 
mocracy has scored what appears to be a 
final triumph over monarchical despotism. 
The last reigning Hapsburg and his Queen 
failed miserably in their attempt to regain 
the throne from which they were hurled 


The hope reposed by other 
people of Hungary has not been 
A few, still blinded by the dazzle of royalty, 
sought to return to their chains; but when 
the test came they proved to be but a slen- 
der minority. Hungary is free. Her new 
government passed through its blood bap- 
tism and emerged in triumph. Her people 
now know that there is a force behind rep- 
resentative government superior to that of 
despotic dominion. The unified will of the 
ae is stronger than that of any individ- 

Hungary has proved its right to a place 
in the sun. Two years ago her people sus- 
tained the shock of Bolshevism. Bela Kun, 
with his mandate from Petrograd, secured 
& momentary triumph and Communism 


hen came the final assault of royalty. 
Former Emperor Charlies rallied to his 
standard the military power that for two 
centuries had supported the Hapsburegs. 
Many officers of the old army betrayed the 
republic and led their troops under the 


period it looked from a distance as though 
they might be successful. But the collapse 
came with a startling suddenness. At the 
first reverse the morale of the royal troops 
was broken. Traitors are only fair-weather 
fighters. They may be rash, but they are 
lacking in valor. Confronted by the stern 
battling of the patriot army, their enthusi- 
asm evaporated and they took to their heels. 
History has recorded another triumph for 
self-government. It becomes daily more 
evident that the world has advanced to a 


people were looked upon as being more 
inclined to momarchical forms than any oth- 
ers in Europe. But the rest of the world 
will now alter its opinion of the Magyars. 

They have proved in two crises their 
right to self-government, a right that is not 
likely to be again challenged for at least 
another hundred years; and, if the present 
progress of the world continues, the shadow 
of monarchy has passed from the plains of 
Hungary for all time. 

Now is the way cleared for the Disarma- 
men: Conference at Washington. Its delib- 
erations wil] not be interrupted by the clash 
of arms. The necessity for balances of 
power to preserve international equilibri- 
ums has plainly ceased to exist. As long 
as people are self-governing they will not 
be impelled to make unprovoked attacks on 
their neighbors. When force ceases to rule 
nations it ceases to be a national menacg. 

By their stubborn and successful resist- 
ance, alike to anarchy and military despot- 
ism, the people of Hungary have earned 
the right to the confidence of other nations. 
There is no reason why the friendship 
which attached our people to the Hunga- 
rian patriots when they were fighting for 
their Itberty eighty years ago should not 
be renewed. They have given an earnest 
of their absolute rejection of the influences 
that impelled them to follow their King into 
the World War. And it should be remem- 
bered that Austria took the lead in that 
movement and that rigid conscription alone 
brought a majority of the Hungarians into 
the service. That chapter is closed. A new 
Hungary has arisen in which the will of the 
people is the supreme law of the nation. 
For them the liberty-loving millions of the 
United States have only good wishes and 
words of encouragement; for, more thor- 
oughly than any other people who fought 
with the Central Powers, they have accom- 
plished their own redemption. 

As to the ultimate fate of the ex-Emperor

and his consort, that is a matter of small 
importance. They have ceased to figure in 
the destinies of peoples and nations. They 
are only broken remnants of a regime that 
has passed from the world’s stage. 


LLEN OF KANSAS. 

It now and then happens that a virile, 
j} manly man is elected to the Governorship 
of one of our various States. And when 
such a thing does happen the other States 
take immediate notice of the fact. The 
people of Kansas made no mistake years 
ago when they first voted for Henry Allen 
as a public officer. His record has been 
one of sincerity and a willingness to assume 
responsibility whenevér circumstances de 
manded action. He has been courageous 
without being a bully; he has been con- 
servative, always having regard for the law 
that placed limitations upon his conduct of 
the office he filled. Within the two ex- 
tremes he has acted as Governor of Kansas 
and at the last election the people of his 
State gave him a vote of confidence that 
was overwhelming, his majority reaching 
the vast number of 180,000. 

It must be remembered, too, that he was 
opposed by the labor unions, or at least 
they apparently were against him. Howatt, 
the outlaw leader of the miners, did every- 
thing to “get” Allen. He raged up and 
down the country like a mad bull at large, 
but evidently the farmers of Kansas re 
called the bitter days of the coal strike in 
and around Pittsburg when women and 
children’ were freezing for the want of coal, 
and Howatt, the labor bully, kept it from 
them. These same farmers remembered 
also that Henry Allen called the boys from 
the colleges, called the returned Yanks from 
their jobs, called even the robust girls from 
the farms and in the mud and ice and slush 
toal was dug from the mines and sent by 
special trains to the wind-swept plains of 
Kansas, where homes were cold and women 
and children were freezing. 

This same Henry Allen is still Governor 
of Kansas. If the trains do not run in Kan- 
sas when the strike order is issued by the 
unions it will be because Allen is no longer 
backed by the farmers, the college boys and 
the returned Yanks. The Kansas farmer 
has quit raising the hell he did in the days 
of Mary EXlen Lease, the hirsute Pfeffer 
and Sockless Jerry Simpson; and what is 
more, he won't let anyone else raise any.

Theodore Bretano, former Chief 
\Justice of the Superior Court, and 
|\Judge Charlies A. McDonald of the 
isame court, before whom Mr. Erb- 
stein practiced for many years, 
added their opinions yesterday. 

JUDGE'S LETTER. 

In a letter addressed to the Los 
Angeles Bar Association, Judge 
Bretano stated: 

““T noticed by the morning papers 
that opposition is being made to 
Charles Erbstein's appearance in the 
trial of persons charged with mur- 
der at Los Angeles, it being stated 
that Mr. Erbstein is an unfit person 
to appear as counsel in any case on 
the ground of his having been once 
indicted in this jurisdiction on the 
charge of conspiracy to bribe a 
juror. 

"I presided at the two trials of 
this case, in the first of which there 
was a disagreement of the jury, and 
the second of which, he was found 
not guilty. I was entirely satisfied 
that the jury in acquitting him found 
correctly. Mr. Erbstein in the sec- 
ond trial acted as his own counsel, 
with great ability, self-control and 
moderation. He has appeared be- 
fore me in many trials of importance 
and his conduct has always been 
free from legitimate criticiesm— 
lawyer-like and wever transgressing 
against the ethics of the profession. 

“I make the foregoing statement 
of my own volition and in the inter- 
est of fair play.” 

“Mr. Erbstein has been practic- 
ing in my court for more than ten 
years,’ Judge McDonald said, “both 
in civil and criminal matters, and I 
have never had the _ slightest oc- 
casion to criticise him in any man- 
ner, shape or form. That is the ab- 
solute truth on the subject.” 

HOYNE AIDE’'S TELEGRAM. 

Eugene L. McGarry, former as- 
sista State's Attorney under Mac- 
lay Hoyne, Mr. Erbstein’s asserted

bar association, stated: 

“As an assistant State's Attorney 
uné@er Mr. Hoyne, I came in persona!
